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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

During the War the power of railway priority control was exercised under the 
provisions of Rule 85A of the Defence of India Rules whioh was continued until 
the 26th of March 1947 by Ordinance No. XX of 1946. So long as the present 
shortage of certain essential commodities renders necessary the movement of suoh 
commodities by rail without delay and in preference to less important movements, 
some form of priority control is considered to be essential. In tho absence of express 
egaJ provision, such preferential treatment may bo challenged as a contravention 
of section 42A of the Indian Railways Act, 189U. ^Defence of India Rule 86A applied 
generally to all movements by rad, but this Bid seeks to empower the Government 
of India, where preferential movements are required, to exercise preference only 
in respect of certain essential commodities subject to certain specified conditions, 
for a period of one year.
